TWO VESSELS a THE RESCUE 

Another local “aleamer has ‘come 
to grief according to reports 
brought back to theownera by some 
of the survivors, but it is not yet 
known whether the disaster Involv- 
ed the loss of any lives. 

The ill-fated ship this time is the 
steamship Man Hing owned by a 
Chinese syndicate in Hong Kong.

The Man Hing left Wuchow for 
Hong Kong and after leaving Sam- 
‘shul at 6.45 p.m. on January 21, 
with a general cargo and about 150 
pasengers, she ran aground at a 
nlace commonly known to the Chin 
ese as Koo Lo, which is a 
significant Jandmark, having a tem- 
ple on the hillside. 

The Man’ Hing began to ship 
water and later her stern was sub- 
merged, with the bow piled well up 
on shore. ‘° 

Rockets and distress signals were 
sent up, and the first vessel to go 
ta the reacue was the Chinesc'steam- 
ship Man On, who took off 
some of the passengers and cargo, 
Later the British ship Kwong Hung, 
in command of Capt. Chan Kwoon- 
ying, arrived at the scene of the 
wreck, She also took some of 
the passengers and four members 
of the crew and brought them 
back to the Colony last night to

The ill-fated Man Hing is a wood- 
en vessel and some time ago 
she was concerned with an incident 
with a Chinese revenue cruiser.

Times Fundamentally Changed 

Times have changed and, what ia 
better, fufidamentally changed. 
True, there are still those who think 
that such times may’ come back 
again, but beyond the end of. sum- 
mer times, when we put our clocks |.

especially in the oll industry, any 
chance of setting the clock back? 

On the contrary, we have to yo 
ahead faster than ever if we do not 
want to be left behind in the race 
for perfection, and what may appear 
as perfection to-day ia going to give 
plate to 8 very much higher 
standard in a few years to come, 

We are living in the age of co- 
operation, and not only as the man 
in the street thinks of it, that is, in 
terms of co-operative stores, but in 
the sense of a yery much higher set 
co-operative aim based on the fact 
that. all industries are becoming 
visibly (as they always have been 
logically but too silently) intey- 
dependent. a 

In this way the oll producer very 
quickly is becoming the “producing 
department,” the oil refiner tho 
“refining department,” the pipelines, 
shipping, receiving installations and 
even the ocean-going fleets them: 
selves representing the “forwarding } 
department.” These - departments, 
which may be termed the “spend- 
ing department,” will be fed by 
the “collecting department” or tho 
department supplying the public.. 

Tho idea that it might be possible

bination of buyers, who will dictate 
to the producer the minimum with 
which-he ought to be content so that 
he mny keep alive, is bound to be 
short-lived because it is entirely.

for living, the’ whole idea is the 
opposigg of common senge at the 
present timo, quite apart from the 
fact that unless the producer is woll- 
fed he will not and cannot extend 
his operations, : 

It is just this extension that th 
ever-increasing number of consum:. 
ers require, as the consumer’s chicf 
concern is that the producer ahould 
give him security of supply so that 
he also may expand on a sound 
basis, being sure of larger supplies 
when he requires them, A poorly 
fed cow will not keep’ an increasing 
family well supplied with good milk. 

Wasteful Expenditure 

Too. many of us look entirely. at 
distributing facilities, 1 do not 
blame anyone «for this, because it 
is the most apparent; but too many 
refineries, toc many pipelines, etc., 
belong to the same family of waste- 
ful expenditure. And of course 
when there is over-production at the 
bottom, téo much is piped, too much 
refined; yes, and even too much 
shipped. Or do you’ think that In 
times of comparatively high tank- 
steamer freights, it is not wasteful 
to transport crude oil from one place 
to another without increasing its 
chances of entering into consump- 
tion in some form or other? 

This*is not academical, but let 
your imagination dwell for a few 
moments on the amount of at least 
$100,000,000 ‘which have been wast- 
ed in such duplications in Mexico, 

During 1920 to 1924, 18 ten-inch 
and 14 eight-inch pipelines were laid 


with a transport capacity to Tam-| 


pico of 1,085,000 barrels of oil per 
day, because in those years there 
happened to be a dally production of 
some 400,000 barrels. To-day there 
are only 98,000 barrels daily pro- 
duction in that district. I do not 
think I am exaggerating in saying 
that Mexico’s oil producers, taken 
as a whole, have to carry the burden 
of a couple of hundred millions of 
dollars of d¢npital “expenditure on 
piping and refining, with the present 
daily production of less than 100,000 
barrels -refinable crude (light) in 
that district. 

T do not intend to blame anybody, 
myself included, for that expendi- 
ture, (co-operation; was banned in 
those days) but I put this question: 
“What good did it do to the oll 
Producers, to the conaumers, or to 
that great country of Mexico?” 

Tf that wasteful expenditure had 
been used (instead of as it is now 
on scrap iron) in the development 
of roads or for agricultural develop- 
menrt,.do -you not think that even 
from’ the oll cotisumption point of 
oY we.should. hava-been far better 
o! Ae ' 
Lack .af...co-operation is really 
against everybody's Interests, in- 
cluding. the. cqnsumer, and. still there 
are countries. where. the opinion 
provalls that’ co-operation should be 
avolded at any. éost as being con- 
trary to the interests of the common 
weal. eens 

For the . shimé reason, in somo 
countries ofl-producing land is atill 
split up into: small plots. which ‘is 
ubdoubtedly the most wasteful of 
all methods of. producing. .This is 
where the waste . begins, and. it is 
impossible to calculate the almost 
unlimited consequences of this waste 
on the far future. It is really a 
crime against civilisation .° .  “

IRELAND'S BREACH ° 
OF HONOUR ... 


FLOUTING THE PRIVY COUNCIL: 
-LORD CARSON ON ‘KICKING 


GREAT BRITAIN’S ACT 

” A point of principle or honour, 
conveniently slurred over in the 
House of Commons, is not likely to 


{be long neglected by the |House of 


Lords. It was natural, therefore, 
to find the Peers sifting a matter 
of which the Prime Minister has 
disowned official knowledge, so that 
he may be released from the neces- 
sity of action—the defiance by the 
Irish Free State of the Treaty 
which brought that State into 
existence, states the Morning 
Post, bee : p 
Having thrice checkmated the 
judgments of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, the 
Free State Government , recently 
announced, through. the Finance 
Minister, their intention of continu» 
ing to do 80. Any Irishman who 
obtained a decision from the Em- 
pire’s supreme tribunal was warned 
that the verdict would not run in 
Ireland. How were the Govern- 
ment, asked Lord Danesfort, mect- 
ing such flagrant defiance? Lord 
Carson, retired now from long 
Public service, seldom comes to 
Westminster, but this brought him 
to the House. In former days, it 
was ‘almost a tradition to label his 
speeches “bitter” — which usually 
Meant no more than that he spoke 
his mind in plain English. If that 
interpretation be accepted, then h 

was bitter, : 

His fine voice had the old iront 
emphasis when he requested , th 
Government to explain why they 
liked being kicked; when he accused 
this nation of perpetually ylelding 
to Ireland's blackmail, and of al- 
most licking the boots of a people 
who continually insult both their 
King and their neighbours, Either, 
he aaid stoutly, .make a turbulent 
State conform to its word, or throw 
it of ; 

A’ Pointed Question 

The Peers have almost abandoned 
expectafion of either plainness or 
relevance from the Leader of the 
House.

“The essence of common respon- 
sibility is that people should keep 
thelr -word,”’ supplemented * Lord 
Salisbury. - If Ireland was to 
deserve the name of a Dominion, 
he added, that lesson would have 
to be learnt, ° 

Ministers’ Two Minds 

After such: an arratgnment an- 
other .Government speech became 
imperative. The Secretary for the 
Dominions began well; he even 
astonished the Lords by denouncing 
the Free State Financa Minister's 
declaration as “unhappy, improper, 
and injudicious.” A remarkable 
negation, by the way, of the Secre- 
tary's own dictum a fortnight ago 
that proceedings In the Emplre 
Parliaments can never be criticised. 

But, this promising forthright- 
ness was promptly atoned for by 
almost unbellevable specfousness. 
Perhaps, Lord Passfield suggested, 
the Finance Minister’s assertions 
meant nothing at all. ~“I am not 
going to assume,” sald he, “that the 
Trish -Government are,‘ golng’ to 
break the law.” 

Tf, of course, the Free State did 
make 2 fbreach—then “His 
Majesty's Government would take 
the appropriate action.” Lord 
Passfield would not explain what 
action might be. appropridte, and 
decidedly this Government will not 
fay a word until the Privy.

FURTHER DEVELOPMENT UNDER 
; NEW LEGISLATION 


HOW If HAS GROWN 


Summing up “the progress that « 


has been made by the Shipping 
Board in assisting private Unit- 
ed States shipping to regain its 
prestige on tha seas by promot- 
ing the sale of Government ser- 
vices established since the end of 
the war, Professor Alfred H. 
Haag, director of the Shipping 
oard Bureau of Research, in an 
address delivered at the annual 
banquet of the Propeller Club in 
New York, said:— 


“In the decade ended 1914 the 
average carried in United States 
ships was slightly more than. 10 
cent. of the total value of our 
forcign trade, while In the decade 
ended June 30, 1929, it averaged 
more than 36 per cent, 

“In yiew of the fact that the 
yalue of our total water-borne 
foreign trade in the decade just 
more than 
double that of the decade ended 
with 1914, it is significant that 
‘the 26 per cent. gain in the per- 
lcentage of our foreign trade car- 
ricd in‘ United States ships in: 
volved an advance from an an- 
nudl average of $300,000,000 dur- 
ing the decade 1905-1914 to an 
annual average of. $2,000,000,000 
iin the decade 1920-1929, an in- 
crease of more than 700 per cent. 
in the value of our commerce 
carried in United Statcs ships. 

“In 1914 there were. five Unit- 
ed States ships of about 23,000 
tons engaged in the carrying trade 
between the United States and 
South America. To-day we have 90' 
ships of 650,000 tons in the same 
trade. We had one line from the 
Pacific Coast ports to Asia under 
the United’ States flags, To-day we 
have 140 ships of 1,000,000° tona 
in the trade with Asia. We had 
no services to the African Con- 
tinent in 1914, To-day we have 19 
ships of 108,000 tons. 

Expansion Over ‘Pre-War Period 

“The trade increases of these 
areas show a considerable expan- 
sion over the pre-war period. 
The increase with South America 
over the 1910-1914 period amounts 
to 200 per cent.; with Asia dur- 
ing the same period 380 per cent.; 
and with Africa $25 per cent. 

“In addition to the increase in 
the ' carriage of United States 
commerce in United States ships, 
it ja obvious that the influx of 


{United States' flag service has 


contributed largely in the expan: 
sion of trade with those countries, 

“At present the ocean-going 
United States merchant fleet em- 
‘ployed in established, lines In for- 
eign and non-contiguous trades 


‘consists of 671 vessels of over 


8,865,000 gross tons. This shows 


.[a 600 per cent, ‘increase fn num: 


bers and nearly 550 per cent. in 
tonnage since 1914, With few 
exceptions, these vessels are of 
2,000 gross tons, and over 80 per 
cent. of the number and 65 per 
cent. of the gross. tonnage are 
now under private ownership. 
“The enormous tonnage under 
the jurisdictiot of the United 
States Shipping Board at'the peak 
of its activities has: been reduced 
to-the present. total of less than

i Another speaker at’ the banquet 
was Profesaor H. L, Seward, of 
the Yale University School of En- 
‘ gineering. Professor Seward 
‘dwelt on the need for engineering 
training for young men entering 
the merchant marine service, ¢3- 

pecially in the operation of 
modern ateam ‘and internal-com- 
bustion propulsion plants. He 
has‘taken an active part in the 
recent experiments and installa- 
tion of pulverised coal burning 
apparatus on. the Shipping Board 
cargo ships Mercer and West 
Alsek. 

National Organisation Urged 

That sea consciousness is no 
longer pecullarly’ British was de- 
elared by Mr, Norman F. Titus, 
general manager of New York and 
New Jersey Business Associates, 
in his address at ‘the banquet. 
“The United States,” he said, “de- 
finitely has turned its,face to the 
sea and resolved to have a great 
merchant marine. 

“Now that U.S. turns again to 
the sea, she lacks in requisite 
numbers the trained personnel. 
It is imperative, therefore, that 
many of the youth of U.S. be 
drafted for service in our mer- 
chant marine, both afloat’ and 
ashore. Our great hope in thia 
business of the sea . lea In U.S, 
adaptability. Any . course on 
which we embark definitely wo 
pursue to the end. Herein lies 
the explanation of American ac- 
complishments. Hence, the ultim- 
ate success of our merchant 
| marine fs assured, although this 
success will depend very largely 
on our solution of the problems 
of efficiency and organisation. 

“Concerning efficiency, it should 
be recognised that the operating 
differential of U.S. ‘flag vessels .as 
compared to those of other nationa 
may be largely overcome by U.S, 
methods based on.economy and 
sclentific management. No one 
questions but’ that in efficiency 
U.S. industry leads the world. 
So ‘conspicuous have American 
accomplishments become that 
other nations ara imitating us. 

“For instance, the recent re- 
markable developments In German 
dndustry have been due to the 
Americanisation of thelr pro- 
cesses. Might it not be well for 
shipping executives to take a leaf, 
or rather several leaves, from tha 
book of axperfence of their 
brother executives in industry? 

“The second great problem, that 
of organisation, - is disclosed by 
investigation of experience in 
shipping abroad, especially in 
Great Britain. In other nations, 
shipping is thoroughly organised 
on a national basis, and go is: far 
from being a matter of individual 
effort. ‘ 

British Methods Cited 

“In Great Britain, for example, 
there is thorough organisation of 
welfare work among seamen; 
there is organised training of 
personrie]; there exlat federations 
to handle labour problems; or- 
ganisations of owners In special 
trades and on special routes, or 
in - certain locations; . and above 
all, a most. effective national or- 
ganisation of shipowners. It fs 
literally true that organisation. of 
British. shipping is ‘developed ‘far 
beyond any stage ‘attained in this 
country. : 

“In these shipping issues a 
efficiency and organisation 
found a great opportunity. for tae 
Propeller Club. An examination of 
the eltuation discloses. the: neces- 
sity of focussing attention ‘upon 
this problem of efficiency, and for

MING IMPERIAL SILK HANGING 
CAPTURED 


et 


SUNK’ IN METAL CYLINDER- 
The outstanding item in a Chi- 
nese art collection sald in New York 
recently was.a Ming Imperial silk 
‘brocade. hanging from the Jehol 
Winter Palace, It is 26 feet 4 
inches long, 10 feet 10 inches wide, 
and is probably the most remark- 
able piece of Chinese’ textile art 
ever shown In America. ‘It was 
seized by Feng Yu-hslang, accord+ 
ing to those conducting « the. sale, 
during the civil wars in the north 
against Marshal Chang Tao-lin, but 
he waa unable to keep it in hjs re- 
treat and.sa- put it in aymetal 
cylinder and threw it into. a river. 
Later he recovered it, but, fearing 
its loss during ° the fighting, ' he de 
cided ‘to sell it. . 

Its sapphire-blie ground is cen 
tred by three Buddhas borne aloft 
in clouds, ench on a canopled lotus 
throne. , Eight angels hover over- 
head and above these is the sun, 
tymbolized by a cock and the hare 
of the moon distilling the elixir‘of 
life.

-The 
third is the power and habit of 
reflection, that isto say, the 
ability and, habit of thinking out 
things for yourselves, to analyse 
in your own minds the cause and 
effects of matters in general and 
to reason out the whys and where- 
fores of your successes and 
fallures. , 

" Mind Development 

The fourth is the power to- da- 
velop your: brains . and minds 60 
that they ‘may not rust. or. stag- 
nate, but may grow stronger and 
stronger day.by day. The -fifth 
Is’ the ability to do things; that 
Is'to say, out ‘of your inowledge 
and with the use of your brains 
and “hands to accomplish your 
various taake.. I have been struck 
by the keanness of. the' boys in

Signorita Diotti filled both these 
requirements -and-gave an intenge-- 
ly interesting performance of the 
part of the gipsy girl. She has 
a vivid personality and from the 
moment of her first entry she 
dominates the stage and carries 
the Interest of the audience. She 
strikes, one as being tremendously 
alivel She possesses a really 
beautiful contralto voice; Nquid 
in quality yet full of power when 
occasion demands.

LEON DAUDET 
BRIAND DENOUNCED 


I want to-day to 
M. Leon Daudet, who since his 
fllght from France has occupied a 
large mansion at the entrance to 
the Avenue Tervueren, writes a 
special correspqndent in the Daily 
Telegraph of December 28, The 
famous Royalist deputy told me 
that he expocts to receive to-morrow 
the news, of his pardon, which he 
never dreamed of soliciting. 

When I asked him if he would re- 
turn to Paris at once, M. Daudet 
reptied that it would take a little 
time to: propare for his return with 
his friends of the Action Francaise 
and to take. his leave of the people 
of Brussels, who had been charming 
to him during his exile. M. Daudet 
told me that while he has been in 
Brussels ‘ho has had books sent to 
him from ‘ France which, now 
amounted to a library of 6,000 
volumes. He receivea on ‘an aver- 
age fifty letters a day. 

“I imagined,” he romarked to 
me,” that I should not return to 
France until the outbreak of the 
next war.” On my expressing sur- 
prise at this statement, M. Daudet 
added that he was convinced there 
would be another war within per- 
haps two years.

LABOUR POLICY 


Aspects of New Bill 
_ Criticised 


The general public will be reliev- 
‘ed to know that the Government 
have decided to penalise’ “joy- 
riding.” — The text of the Home 
Secretary’s Bill, recently issued, ‘is, 
however, far from satisfactory; it 
is to be hoped that it will become 
law in a very different form, Bar- 
rister-at-law writes in the Autocar. 

For instance, under the present 
law a husband cannot be convicted 
of stealing from his: wife, nor a 
wite from her husband, while they 
are living together. If, therefore, 
Mrs, A. being short of money, 
proceeds to sell her husband's car, 
und make use of the proceeds she 
ean only be abused and not pro. 
secuted by Mr. A. 
Bill, however, if Mrs, A., having 
been told by Mr. A. not to take out 
his car, disobeys these instructions 
and goes for a drive she can be 
sent to prison for three months on 
fined £50, or, if she is committed 
for trial, xent to prison for twelve 
months and fined £100.

Look Befure You Leap! 


It is necessary to be careful in 
the creation of a new criminal 
‘olfence, There are many actions 
which are wrong and which can bo 
penalised civilly, but Awhich it is 
not desirable to make criminal. 
The object of the new Bill is to 
prevent motor thieves and irrespon. 
sible persons for “borrowing” 
vehicles which they have no sort 
of right to use, but, in effecting 
this object, the draftsman hag in- 
cluded persons whom it is clearly 
undesirable to make criminals. 

Another anomaly in the Bill is 
that, whereas, on the one hand, a 
chauffeur who takes out the car 
against orders is guilty of an 


‘offence, if,'on the other hand, ho]. 


goes further and lends the car to 
a friend, who believes he has the 
right to lend it, neither he nor the 
friend will be guilty of an offence, 
‘From the owner's point of view, 
however, this latter act is a much 
more serious breach of duty than 
the former, and far more likely to 
involve him in pecuniary loss, e.g., 
owing to the friend's bad driving, 

The substantive words creating 
the offence are “every person who 
takes and drives away from any 
place any motor vehicle .... is 
guilty of an offence,” so that a: man 
who pushes a car, or a man who 
enters it, preparatofY to driving, is 
not guilty of. an offence until he 
drives away. As a power of arrest 
without warrant is only given to 
4 policeman after an offence has 
been committed, it ‘is rather bad 
luck on the policeman, He will 
have to stand and watch prepara- 
tions for an offence being made, 
unable to interfere until a chance 
is given to him to risk his neck by 
jumping Into or in front of the now 
moving car. .. a 


Further, it might reasonably 
have been thought that quite a use- 
ful provision would have been one 
enabling the Court to award the 
whole or part of any fine inflicted 
to the owner of the car in order to 
save the expense of further civil 
proceedings.* The private Bill pre- 
sented by Sir Gervais Rentoul with 
the same object as the Government 
Bill provided for both theso last 
two matters.. -

FORD ‘PRODUCTS 


An All-Metal Air 
( Transport - 


Sale of tho firat all-metal Ford 
air transport to a European govern- 
ment was announced recently by the 
Ford Motor. Company, following the, 
receipt of .cable dispatches fro 
Prague. . 

The big monoplane was. purchas- 
ed by Czecho-Slovakia, where it was 
demonstrated by LeRoy Manning, 
chief test pilot of. the Ford Motor 
Company.  Czecho-Slovakia — is 
turning its attention to the pos- 
sibilities of alr transport because 
it has no geacoast and must rely on 
airways for the export of its pro- 
ducts in its own carrters, 

Sale of the Fotd plane was 

withheld until the confpletion of the 
tour on “whieh it was sent by the 
Company last summer. .This tour 
took the transport into twenty-one 
different countries, on what un 
doubtedly was the longest demon- 
stration trip in the history of 
aviation, 
Reports from. Europe indicate 
that ‘the tour has done much to 
stimulate interest abroad in Ameri 
can avaition, inasmuch as leading 
‘avintors, acronautical engineers 
and airplane manufacturers in the 
different countries visited, as well 
as high officials of the various 
governments, were taken for rides 
in the big American ship. 

Manning, who plloted the plane 
over Europe, landed at virtually 
every important airport on the 
continent and visited a large num- 
ber of airplane factories. Arrange- 
ments for his tour were made by J. 
Parker Van Zandt of the Ford 
Motar Company, who accompanied 
the plane over Europe, . 


An Interesting Phase 


One of .the interesting phases: of 

the tour was the visit of the all- 
metal transport to Moscow. The ar- 
rival of the plane was made, the oc- 
casion of a great demonstration and 
a banquet altended by the leading 
aviation figures of the Soviet nation, 
including officials of the ai 
ministry. 
During its passage over Europe, 
the plane was not’ late in a single 
Instance in reaching a city scheduled 
on the tour. Between August 3 
and October 6, the period of time 
embraced within the demonstration 
trips, the plane was, in twenty-one 
countries and flew over several 
more, It. carried more than 4,000 
passengers, landed at 46 airports 
and flew a distance of approximate: 
ly.16,000 miles. The rapidity with 
which it covered Europe was seen 
from the fact that demonstrations 
were held in three different coun- 
tries in a single day, and in seven 
countries in seven days.
